the 
soil of such a character as to make 
a fairlv good dirt road, so that no 
gravelling is required. 


We found about the same condi. 
lions in the eastern part of Vilas 
county, with the exception that the 
soil is sandy, making it necessary 
to gravel the roads. Iron county is 
like On f Ida county, but there 
are 
few swamps to Till and the soil is 
heavy. We found some very fine 
roads in Forest county, especially 
in the vicinity of Hiles. In that re- 
gion they, hare a soil that makes 
the best type of dirt roads, reqtiir. 
ing no gravelling, with practically 
no swamps to fill. It is the impres. 
lion of the writer that it is unsafe 
to judge of the efficiency or ineffl.
